CORDELE, Ga,—Thirteen years 
iyo, C, D, Collins was a share- 
cropper, farming “on halves” they 
call it in this part of the cotton 
country, and clearing about $100 
for an entire year of hard work. 

Today Farmer Collins is a sub- 
stantial citizen with a firm con- 
viction: “The only excuse for any 
man remaining a share-cropper is 
his own shiftlessness and the yen- 
eral habit of spending the winter 
at leisure of sorts,” 

He had that same conviction 13 
years ago when he wangled enough 
credit to buy 25 acres, a mule, 87 
chickens and a plow and went to 
work for himself, 

To show for that toil he now 
has 102 spice and span acres, a 
modern home and a supreme con- 
fidence in his theory that a man 
can get ahead in the soil if he uses 
his hands, and his head and treats 
his soil right. 

AS 4 sharecropper, Collins had 
put every bit of land he could into 
cotton and peanuts. But now, he’s 
“death on soil improvement,’ goes 
in for cover crops instead ef the 
fertility-depleting textile plant, 

“There's not a stalk of cotton 
on my place, Sut I’ve got some 
mighty fine turkeys coming along, 
There's my big cash crop. Last 
year I sold $640 worth, at a net 
pront of $340, That beats cotton,” 

As safeguard against trouble 
with the temperamental birds, 
Collins also raises hogs—markets 
two crops a year, 

In cold cash last year he cleared 
$600, which didn't include food 
and shelter for himself, hig wife, 


five daughters and a son. A lot 
of the food came from his big 
garden, and what couldn't be eat-

All six children help out on the 
farm, but they don’t miss school, 
even if Mrs, Collins has to do the 
field chores that would conftict 
with classes.

at five-day intervals, using five to 
Six pounds of calcium arsenate to 
the acre for each application.” 
Mr. Sexton also called attention 
to the fact that some farmers have 
reported injury to the cotton 
squares by the boll worm or corn 


worm Heavy dustings—about 


twice the amount used for boll 
weevils—-of calcium arsenate will 
control the boll worm effectively. 

The only way to know whether

100 squares are examined in each 


of several places in a field. Stalks 
of cotton are selected at random 
and each square is examined for

COMMITTER WILL SUBMIT 
BILLS TO LEGISLATURN 

AUBURN, Ala,-Members of the 
recess agricullure committee of the 
Alabama Legislature unanimously 
cndorsed last weel a proposed pill 
to be submitted to the legislature 
designed to promote the production 
of certified seed which they belieye 
will result in better crop yields and 
mean & Saving to the farmers of 
the State. 

The committee, headed by Sena- 
tor Howard Cooper, Brent, chair 
mitn, met here to discuss Alabama 
epricultural needs wilh representa- 
tives of the Alabama Wxtension 
Service, the Alabama Hxperiment 
Station and the State Department 
of Agriculture. Another measure 
endorsed by the committee was a 
bill providing for sale of nine dem- 
onstration farms set up 12 years 
ago to be used in connection with 
agricultural teaching’ at district 
Secondary consolidated high 
schools, 

The seed bill, known as a erop 
Improvement measure, proposes 
that committees of farmers be set 
up and empowered to lay down 
certain approved standards of seed 
production, A farmer growing 
seed that meets these standards 
would be allowed to label his seed 
us certified and to dispose of them 
in Alabama and other states. As- 
sociations of farmers, or commit- 
tees, would be set up for cotton, 
corn, potatoes, and other crops, 

Provisions of Lhe measure would 
make it voluntary on the part of 
the farmer coming’ into the certi- 
fied seed production business but 
would prevent by penalty of prose- 
culion the sale of seed as certi- 
fied that did not meet the stana- 
ards set on germination and purity, 

The recess committee alsu en- 
dorsed for favorable legislative ac- 
tion Jaws requiring fertilizer to 
meet certain specifications, requir- 
ing finer grinding of lime for sale 
to farmers, to expand regulatory 
ind educational work in forestry,

ASA: A LIFE OF TRUST 


LESSON TEXT—II Chronicles 14: 212, 
GOLDEN THXT—Help us, O Lord our 
G for we rest on thee,—-II Chron 
foles 14:11, 


“In God we trust." 

These are the words whieh Ap. 
pear on many of our United States 
coins, Do we believe them? The 
lesson for today reveals how real 
trust in God operates in the life of 
f nation, The divine principles 
which were in effect 900 B.C. are 
Just as valid in A.D. 1900, A 
prayerful consideration of them in 
the Bible schools of our land today 
and the application of them to our 
national life may mean more for 
our country's welfare than the delib- 
eration of statesmen or the opera. 
tion of governmental agencies, 

The story of the reign of Asa (one 
of the few godly sovereigns of the 
nation of Judah) reveals that trust 
In God calls for an upright lfe, for 
intelligent preparation, prayer, and 
faith. If we trust God we shall 

I, Make the Life Right (vy, 2-5), 

Asa “did that which was good and 
right in the eyes of the Lord,” 
Only such a man or such a nation 
can really trust God and count on 
Him for guidance and blessing, 
Asa destroyed the idols and places 
of heathen worship (vy, 3, 5), but he 
also turned his people to the true 
God (vy, 4), 

Many are praying that America 
may have such a revival, which will 
result in the putting away of sin, 
which is becoming such a blatant 
commonplace in our land, and a 
turning to the true God in repentant 
and righteous living. 

Il. Prepare With Care (vy, 6-10), 

Asa trusted God but he also made 
every possible preparation for that 
which his nation might face. In 
time of peace he fortified cities and 
trained his army. This was intel- 
ligent faith. 

We need not pray that God will 
keep us warm, if we do not gather 
and conserve the fuel which He 
has provided, We must plant, har- 
vest, and store the grain if we are 
to eat when winter comes, A proper 
preparation for the defense of our 
country should precede our prayers 
for God's protection, 

Tn and through all it is God that 
works, but at the same time He ex- 
pects us to do what we can as He 
enables us to serve Him, The 
work of the Church of Christ would 


make great strides forward if His’ 


followers would recognize that fact. 
“We have no right to look for di- 
vine co-operation until we have done 
our best; we are not to sit with 
folded hands and expect a complete 
salvation to be wrought for us, and 
then to continue as idle spectators 
of God’s redemption of man- 
kind. We are to tax our resources 
to the utmost, gather our hundreds 
of soldiers; we are to work out 
our ‘own salvation with fear and 
trembling, for it is God which 
worketh in us both to will and to do 
of his good pleasure’” (W. H. 
Bennett). 

I. Pray With Assurance (y, 11). 

The Ethiopian host facing Asa’s 
army was so great that humanly 
speaking his distinction was hope- 
less, but ‘‘one man with God at his 
back is always a majority.” Take 
courage, Christian friends, trust 
God, Only be certain that you are 
on His side and that your life is 
right, and then be assured that 
He will give the victory, 

The secret of Aga’s victorious 
prayer was that he put no trust in 
himself, but did believe in God. 
Says Alexander Maclaren: “My 
consciousness of need is my open- 
ing the door for God to come in, 
Just as you always find the lakes in 
the hollows, so you will always find 
the grace of God coming into men's 
hearts to strengthen them and make 
them victorious when there has been 
the preparation of the lowered es- 
timate of one’s self. Hollow out 
your heart by self-distrust, and God 
will fill it with the flashing waters 
of His strength bestowed.” 

IV. Act in Faith (y. 12), 

Asa went out to meet the Ethio- 
pians, but he knew that God went 
before him, and therefore he saw 
God smite them. 

Right living, proper preparation, 
and the prayer of faith must cul- 
minate in an act of faith, If we 
believe that God is for us, let us 
act as though we believed it and 
step out with confidence to do His 
will, come what may. God honors 
that kind of faith, whether it be on 
the part of a king, leading his na- 
tion into battle, or on the part of 
the humblest believer, seeking to 
bear testimony for Him.

Pearl Harbor in Hawaii to 
Be Impregnable Inside 
Six Years, 


WASHINGTON, — The United 
States’ “Singapore of the Pacific’ 
at Pearl Harbor will be developed 
to provide anchorage for any fleet 
that might be needed for future 
emergency in the Pacific, 

Plans are moving forward rapidly 
to eliminate the few present defi- 
clencies of the great naval base on 
the {sland of Oahu, Hawaii, and 
make it adequate to any naval need 
that might arise in war or peace- 
time. Pearl Harbor, 2,100 miles 
from California, is regarded as the 
Strategical center of defense for 
Western America, 


One of the most pressing needs at 
Pearl Harbor has been the deepen. 
ing of the harbor to make room for 
more fighting ships. This improye- 
ment {8 now projected, and bids on 
extensive operations were opened at 
the navy department this month, 

Funds for Improvements. 

A total of $1,500,000 was provided 
by the last congress for channel 
dredging and harbor improvements 
in the Hawalinn islands. It {gs not 
known how much of this will be used 
for Pear] Harbor, but it {s known the 
main share will be allocated for the 
base. 

A total of $16,000,000 has been 
Spent for dredging operations alone 
since the United States took over the 
islands. In requesting the new 
funds, high naval officials asserted 
the deepening of the harbor was ab- 
solutely essential to the security of 
the fleet, . 

When the dredging operations are 
completed and a few other deficien- 
cies remedied, officials say Pearl 
Harbor will be as great as any Unit- 
ed States fleet anchorage. In addi- 
tion to the dredging appropriation 
about $2,750,000 has been provided 
for new power facilities and $325,000 
for mooring facilities, 

Present Limits of Harbor. 

In its present condition experts 
contend the harbor would not be 
able to accommodate all vessels 
satisfactorily in a time of crisis, It 
is said, for example, that a battle- 
ship which had been struck and 
weighed down with water probably 
would be unable to enter the harbor 
in its present relatively shallow con- 
dition. 

Officials say the conditions in the 
Far East will not cause the navy to 
improvement program 
ahead of schedule. They point out 
that Japan, for example, appears to 


have her hands full at present and 
probably will continue to be occu- 
pied for some time to come, 


“As a matter of fact,’’ one official 


said, “‘we probably could suspend 
our operations out there for some 
time and feel pretty safe. We have 
no present plans to speed up the 
work and will go on as scheduled.”

DOTHAN, Ala,—Senator Timo- 
thy Sauls Faulk of Samson, veter- 
an Alabama legislator, died in a 
Dothan hospital Wednesday, July 
19th, following an operation, He 
was 73, 

In Montgomery, the Senate ad- 
journed Thursday out of respect 
to Faulk, and Lieutenant Govern. 
or Albert A, Carmichael attended 
the funeral with a committee of 
senators, 

Senator Faulk was born Sep- 
tember 15, 1866, in Pike County, 
near Troy, and was educated in 
the Pike public schools, In 1898 
he swapped from farming to the 
mercantile business, in Troy, from 
whence he removed in 1904 to Sam- 
80n, where he engaged in the same 
business, He represented the 23rd 
Senatorial District, composed of 
Dale and Geneva Counties, two 
terms, 

“Alabama,” Lieut.-Gov, Carmi- 
chael said, “has lost one of her 
most successful merchants and 
farmers, Plainspoken, honest and 
independent, Mr, Faulk was always 
& power in any deliberative body.” 

It was in Samson that he en- 
tered a plantation furnishing busi- 
ness and began a career of lund 
ownership which now includes 
about 1,600 acres and extensive 
real estate in Samson. 

Mr, Faulk took an early interest 
in incorporating Samson, where he 
Served two terms as councilman, 
later serving a number of terms 
op the Board of Education. His 
business interests have been varied 
and intensive and in their success- 
ful fruition he has-been aided by 
a@ large family, 

He was a Primitive Baptist and 
fn active and staunch Democrat, 
He served the 28rd district as Sen 
ator in the Miller Legislature of 
1931 and was a member of the 
present Senate, 

Mr, Faulk was not only a great 
lover of music, but he fathered a 
musical organization of large 
membership whose frequent sing- 
ings numbered thousands of per- 
Sons, who were entertained an- 
nually at his extensive barbecue 
and all-day singing. 

Mr. Faulk is survived by a wid- 
ow, Mrs. Ada Eveline (Roling) 
Faulk, and by the following chil- 
dren: Joseph Erasmus, John Pratt, 
Clem Cleveland, Archie Lee, Queen 
Esther, Roling Robinson, and Mrs, 
Charles Maund, with several 
grandchildren and other relatives, 

The above children are all en- 
gaged in some of their father's 
different business enterprises in 
Samson, where they occupy posi- 
tions of prominence and trust.
